Bad Weather Joins With 

Insistent Demand To 
Drive Bears to Cover 
and Boom Buying.

Exciting scenes took place on yes- 
terday’s New York and New Orleans 
eotton markets as the financial cur- 
tain unfolded on the strongest trading 
seen since the price turned upward. 

In New York the advance was $2.50 
per bale and the general price was at 
the highest level it had been for more 
than a year. Likewise New Orleans, in 
Jate trading, gave highest figures for 
the season with gains over the early 
low prices of 20 points. 

The market's close found futures for 
all months well above the S-cent level, 
with October the lowest at 8.23 and 
the more distant months scaling up to 
&.88 for the July contracts, Spot was 
8:50. These prices compared with an 
average of 5 cents only a few weeks 
ago. 

$16 Hig:er. 

Today's high levels found cotton 
selling for nearly $16 a bale more than 
at the low points reached last June. 

Ihe cause of the bullish activity 
was less favorable reports on the 1952 
crop, coupled with insistent claims of 
a steadily expanding demand for cot- 
ton goods in the leading mill centers. 
The effect was a blow to the bears 
and encouragement to business in 
general. 

Weather conditions favorable to bell 
weevil activity was a part of the gov- 
ernment’s weekly weather report and 
trading immediately developed into 
rapid firing bids. The effect in New 
Mrieana sent all future delivery prices 
over the S-cent mark the highest level 
since July of last year. 

New York traders shoved October 
contracts along to a close of 8.23, De- 
cember 8.41 and March 8.62. New 
Orleans traders sent October closing 
te 818-22 and December to 8.38-39, 
profit-taking right at the end of the 
seesion bringing October down from 
R20. The closing October price here. 
however. was 316 points. or $15.75 
per bale above the season’s low on 
June 40. Prior to the profit-taking 
prices on both the New York and New 
Orleans markets showed extreme gains 
of nearly SS a bale.

Along with the weatber report and 
the talk of increased aemand for cot- 
ton goods in mill centers there was 
an expansion of commission house de- 
mand, while in some cases recently

placements. 

Despite reports that brokers with 
co-operative connections had sold about 
10.000 bales of December on the ad- 
vance, prices continued the upward 
swing. 

Another contributing factor to the 
elevation of prices was information 
from Texas that recent rains there 
had come too late to be of much 
henefit. Especially in the extreme 
southern portion of the greatest cot- 
ton-raising sfate of them all.

Disturbance Follows Re- 
peated Warnings of Citi- 
zens Against Efforts to 
Close Mines. 


CHRISTOPHER, Ul, Aug. 24.— 
(P)—Guns blazed tonight as a force 
of more than 500 deputies sheriff re- 
pelled the first attempt of approxi- 
mately 15,000 striking miners from 
north and central Illinois to invade 
Franklin county to close coal mines 
operating under the new $5 daily 
wage contract. 

Shotguns, pistols and clubs were 
used by the deputy sheriffs in the 
first clash of the long-threatened mine 
war; but the gunfire was directed 
chiefly at the tires of the strikers’ 
automobiles and trucks. -Two miners 
were slightly wounded by gunfire and 
at least 100 of the invading miners 
were injured by blows from clubs. 

In the confusion of the riot, the 
strikers deserted about 300 of their. 
automobiles and. trucks, the tires of 
which had been pierced by bullets and 
the windshields shattered by clubs. 
Attempting to make a hasty retreat. 
drivers ran their cars into ditches or 
into cornfields alongside road 
where the attack occurred near the 
western border of Franklin county. 

As’ their automobiles crashed 
ditches, the miners escaped 
fields and woods and struck back 
westward to join the main body of the 
strikers. 


Five of the injured and wounded 
strikers were treated at the Duquoin 
hospital, a few miles west of the scene 
of the clash. After being routed, the 
marchers retreated westward to Du- 
quoin and then some of them headed 
north. The leaders did not announce 
their destination. 


Provisions Abandoned.

automobiles. Six trucks loaded with 
peowietene which the strikers had 
rought in preparation for a week's 
siege of the working coal mines were 
abandoned.

PLEDGE OF VOTER 


Ballots for the September 14 pri- 

mary election will not require 
pledge that the primary participants 
support the nominees of the party. 
“local, state and national.,” Lawrence 
S. Camp. democratic state chairman, 
said Wednesday. 
_A rule governing the primary elec- 
tion, however, which was adopted at 
Macon early this year, implies a 
pledge from the voter in the primary 
to support the entire ticket.

GREENSBC %0O, Ga., Aug. 24.— 
Characterizing his opponent’s state- 
ments on World War debts as a “wild 
romise of youth” Representative 
Charles R. Crisp, in an address be- 
fore a great audience of Greene coun- 
ty citizens here today, demanded that

“Cedartown, Ga., August 23, 1932, 
“Governor Richard B. Russell Jr. 

“My dear Governor: My attention 
has been called to the report of the 
speaking of Congressman Crisp in Ce- 
dartown, appearing in today’s issue of 
The Atlanta Constitution in which 
the following statement is made: ‘In- 
timate friends of the late senator came 
to Judge Crisp to voice the complaint 
that Governor Russell had offered the 
ad interim appointment to Mrs, Har- 
ris, only to ignore the tender later 
and name someone else after she had 
signified her willingness to accept.’ 
In the same article it is stated that

Professor J. C. Harris has shown 
me a letter to Governor Russell cor- 
recting this injustice. I feel it my 
duty to join in this correction as I 
was the only close friend of the Har- 
ris family with whom the governor 
conferred, the only other person with 
whom he conferred being Professor 
Harris, a member of the family. 

“As a friend of yours and of the 
Harris family I sought an interview 
with you, without any request from 
any member of the family for me 
to do so, and went over the matter 
fully on Friday before the appoint- 
ment was made on Monday. You 
told me that you would like to tender 
the appointment to Mrs. Harris, but 
that you were being urged by people

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International Debts Must 

Be Scaled To Prevent 
Collapse, Says League 
Survey. 


BY STEWART BROWN. 

GENE A, Aug. 24.—(UP)—A 
warning to the world that internation- 
al obligations mus be scaled down 
substantially in the near futare to 
avoid shrinkage and ;ossible extinction 
of international trade was issued to- 
night by the League of Nations in the 
first “world economic survey.” 


Considered one of the most compre- 
hensive and authoritative studies of its 
kind since the ‘orld War. the survey 
was issued by the financial and eco- 
nomic intelligence service of the league. 
dealing especially with the period of 
1931 and the first half of 1932. 

Three tendencies run through the 
entire survey : 

1—It is indicated that there must 
be no more meddling with money such 
as occurred during recent periods of 
deflation ii the present economic crisis 
is to be overco 

2—The dangers of state intervention 
as regards tariffs and subsidies are 
emphasized. The United States tariff 
“restricted the _ossihilities of direct 
payment of debt obligations and was 
the precursor of a serious constriction 
of international trade,” the survey 
Sars. 

3—The survey points out a neces- 
sity for greater fluidity in the eco- 
nomic eystem to be brought about by 
reducing the influence of trade unions 
and monopolistic tendencies of all 
kinds to prevent normal economic 
forces from functioning. 

The picture painted by the survey 
is not an optimistic one and it de- 
clares that the mal-distribution of 
the world’s gold reserves, held chiefly 
by the United States and France, 
“renders restoration of the gold stand- 
ard a very diffienlt process for many | 
countries.” It adds, however, that re- 
turn to the gold standard would bene- 
fit all nations in the long run. 

“The shrinkage of world trade, the 
confusion into which the price situa- 
tion has fallen and the. failure of 
confidence, which has put an almost 
complete stop to international lending, 
have in all probability made the gap 
to recovery unbridgeable. unless there 
is a substantial scaling down of obli- 
gations,” the survey says in regard 
to international debts. 

“Despite moratoria and standstill 
agreements there would seem to 
little possibility of avoiding wholesale 
default on a scale which will make 
reconstruction in the near future ex- 
ceedingly difficult . in the spring 
of 1932 the international equilibrium 
of the price-levels has been destroyed 
and international trade is in some 
danger of perishing in the confusion.”

HOME LOAN AREAS 
CREATED BY BOARD 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—(P)— 
Twelve districts for as many new 
banks—the maximum permitted by 
law—were created by the federal home 
loan bank board today to advance an- 
other step the government’s plans to 
assist the small home owner and ex- 
pand credit for new construction. 

The board, which had been working 
for two weeks to arrange the lines of 
the districts, said headquarters for 
the regional banks would be decided 
as quickly as possible. Difficulty was 
experienced in apportioning the coun- 
try into districts, it added, because it 
Was necessary to arrange them so that 
the states in each district would have 
sufficient mortgages to furnish busi- 
ness for the institution. 

The law provides that after the 
bank cities and officers are selected, 
each bank must open its books for 
subscriptions to stock for 30 days be- 
fore opening for operation. Stock 
can be purchased only by institutions 
eligible to borrow from the system— 
building and loan associations, savings 
and loan associations, co-operative 
banks, homestead associations, insur- 
ance companies and savings banks, 

Stock Provisions. : 

Each of these institutions. may sub- 
scribe to stock at the rate of 1 per 
cent of the home mortgages owned 
by it. If the minimum capita) stock 
set by the board is not subscribed, 
the board will call upon the treasury 
to make up the difference in capital 
assigned to each district. 

In dividing the states into twelve 
districts, the board made a survey to 
determine the number of available 
mortgages and set the capital for the 
bank of each district. 

The district including Georgia, which 
also covers Maryland, Virginia, North 
and South Carolina, Florida, Alabama 
and the District of Columbia, and in 
which eligible institutions report 
$520,000,000 in available mortgages, 
has been assigned $10,000,000 capital. 

The New York district, composed of 
New York, New Jvrsey, Porto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands, was agsigned 
the largest capital, $20,000,000, and 
it also reported the largest amount 
of available mortgages, approximate- 
ly $9.500,000,000. 3 

The New England district had the 
next largest amount of mortgages, $3,- 
600,000,000, und its capital was set 
at $12,500,000, while the Ohio, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee district, with 
$1,250,000,000 of mortgages, was as- 
signed a capital of $15,000,000 as was 
the Wisconsin-Illinois district, with 
$825,000.000 in mertgages.

A gain for that week, as compared 
to the previous week, is a normal 
seasonal development, but this year 
the total production of 1,431,910,000 
kilowatt hours reflected a gain over 
the week ended August 13 of 16,788.,- 
000, while in the past two years the 
gain was little more than 14,000,000. 
In 1929 it was 16,946,000. Compared 
to the like week of last year, power 
consumption was off 12.9 per cent, in 
contrast to 13.1 per cent in each of 
the preceding two weeks. Wall Street 
is now inclined to regard the power 
figures as one of the best barometers 
of business activity. 

While the aggregate decrease for 
the country as a whole from last year 
was 12.9 per cent, the Atlantie sea- 
hoard was off only 8.8 per cent; New 
England alone 9.1 per cent, and the 
Pacific coast 12.4 per cent. The larg- 
est decline was again in the central 
industrial region, amounting to 16.3 
per cent.

The proportion of operating ex- 
penses to operating revenues decreased 
2.75 per cent, while the proportion of 
transportation expenses to operating 
revenue decreased .50 per cent. 

Net income for the seven months of 
the year totaled $6,477,282; revenues, 
$34.264,408, and expenses $22,735,707.

WHAT TO DO ABOUT SNAKE 
BITE, 

Everybody should study snakes, at 
the zoo, in their natural habitat or 
elsewhere, at least enough to be able 
to tell at sight whether a snake is 
venomous or harmless to man. There 
still prevails among people who fond- 
ly imagine themselves intelligent a 
good deal of silly superstition and 
childish credulity in regard to 
snakes, and this leads to much cruel- 
ty to the common harmless snakes 


larger snakes that are friends 
of man and, indeed, often prized 
household pets. People who know 
snakes sometimes speak of them as 
“beautiful ;” people who are igno- 
rant cannot comprehend this, for to 
their benighted consciousness all 
snakes are ugly creatures. 

While copperheads and moccasins 
occur in this country and occasionally 
bite, in the great majority of cases of 
bite by venomous snake one or an- 
other kind of rattlesnake inflicts the 
wound. 

Rattlesnakes are unable to strike 
higher than the middle of the calf of 
a person standing or walking. So it 
is a good_plan to wear stout leather 
leggings or heavy shoes that lace half 
way up the leg when you are work- 
ing or playing or hiking or touring 
in country where rattlesnakes live.

Fulton county schoolboys will dem- 
onstrate that a hog is the best “cash” 
eustomer for corn and that the fertile 
soil of this section will produce hun- 
dreds-of pounds of pork per acre, if 
plans now formulating materialize. 

Such is the plan of 8S. D. Trnaitt, 
county agent, and EK. S, Papy, man- 
ager of the White Provision Company, 
as revealed Wednesday during a visit 
here of 22 schoolboys of Transylvania 
county, North Carolina, who made an 
inspection of the packing plant. 

With corn netting the farmer less 
than 40 cents a bushel in most sec- 
tions, the youth of Transylvania 
county, under the leadership of Julian 
A. Glazner, vocational instructor in 
Brevard (N. CC.) High school, have 
found a way to economic’ safety and 
a price of at least SL per bushel of 
corn by feeding it to purebred hogs. 

To Supply Sows Free. 

Under plans launched by Mr. Truitt 
and Mr. Papy, with the promised aid 
of the First National bank, a _ pro- 
gram almost identical with the North 
Carolina system will be introduced. 
Fifty boys in Fulton county will be 
selected to form the club, which will 
he known as the Fulton chapter of 
the Future Farmers of America. 

Fach schoolboy in the group will 
be furnished with one purebred sow 
and will promise to cultivate at least 
one acre of corn and to breed the 
sow with a male, to furnish lot and 
house for the sow and to pay for the 
stock with pigs as they are littered. 

Mr. Papy estimated that after the 
program is in full operation the farm 
income of Fulton county will be in-

Financial History. 
Regarding the financial condition of

Future Farmers Formed. 

Although Mr. Glazner has been a 
teacher in the Brevard schools for 
seven years it was only last Febru- 
ary that his chapter of Future Farm- 
ers was formed. Prior to that time he 
had succeeded in interesting several 
boys in hog production, and at pres- 
ent estimates Edgar Glazner, no re- 
lation, as the “champion hog raiser 
of Transylvania county.” The lad is 
16 years old. 

Two years ago young Glazner took 
up the hog project. In 1931 he culti- 
vated two acres of corn which was 
fed to 10 pigs. The porkers were 
marketed at the age of five months at 
187.9 pounds each. His profits, after 
deducting the expense of a manufac- 
tured mjxed protein feed, were more 
than $1 a bushel for the corn grown. 

“That,” said Mr. Glazner, “shows 
why I believe that the farmer can get 
more for this corn by ‘selling’ it to 
purebred hogs.” 

Large Annual Imports. 

In addition te his work with the 
schoolboys. Mr. Glazner made a sur- 
ivey of 300 farms in his county and 
founl that the citizens—10,000 in 
number—had been importing 100,000

pounds of pork every year. He enlist- 
ed the support of his club members 
in an educational campaign and be- 
lieves that within a few years his sec- 
tion’s pork exports will exceed the 
imports,

In a series of books known as “Our 
Debt to Greece and Rome” there is a 
volume on Sappho by David Moore 
Robinson, a volume ‘interesting to the 
man in the street as well as to the 
student in the classroom. Sappho was 
a tess from the island of Lesbos 
a so great her genius that every 

t that has come after her has been 
influeneed by the fragments of her 
writing that have been preserved. The 
English poets no less than others, 
even down to our-own Sara Teasdale, 
have translated, imitated, and modeled 
after her. 


Of this Lesbian poetess little is © 


known; but of her the worst has 
been whispered and believed. Her 
very name and that of her . native 
land has come to be the synonym, 
for loathesome relationships that 
won't bear the light. This is due to 
the fact that her best-known and 
most delicately designed poem is an 
ode to her girl friend across the sea. 

Against these defamers of Sappho’s 
character Dr. Robinson has a ready 
defense, a defense not built of insub- 
stantial stuff but one resting on a 
common-sense appraisal of the effect 
of vice on character and consequent- 
ly, of the effect of vice on. poetic 
fancy and expression. Thus he argues 
that immoral practices render one 
hard. and unsympathetic toward the 
bomély and normal relationships of 
life, that perversions coarsen the mind 
and dull the imagination to the beauty 
and suggestion of the simple and in- 
conspicuous things in nature. Yet 
Sappho wrote charmingly of the — 
blossoms, honey-rich and of the ¢rick- 
ets at noon time, and of the sparrows 
in the evening. She wrote songs glo- 
rifying pure and honorable marriage, 
songs extolling mother-love, and she 
rose to her greatest height when she 
wrote of her love of love. 

These, then, thinks the author, 
are the proofs that Sappho has been 
maligned; that she retained her in- 
terest in and love for the simple and 
homely things of nature, and that 
she my high premium on the normal 
family relationships, that her nature 
was not coarsened, nor her imigana- 
tion dulled.

She accounted for it by the 
fact that when he was old enough to 
become interested in play, instead of 
introducing him to useless games. she 
had introduced him to nature, ‘taught 
him to watch the inseets, to make 
friends with the birds and squirrels, 
and taught him to grow plants from 
seeds and cuttings. She initiated him 
into nature’s secrets when he was a 
mere baby and those secrets furnished 
him amusement § and . excitement 
throughout his childhood, were proof 
against boredom, and, therefore, safe- 
guards against the expeditions on 
which boredom sends a boy. 

The study of nature offers more 
pleasure, more — sug: 
gestions for happy living than any 
other study in the world. You don’t 
have to have an education te pur- 
sue this subject. You only have to 
have an observing eye and a meas- 
ure of patience. Nature’s secrets are 
readily given to those that seek 
them. Long ago a great king said, 
“Go to the ant, thou sluggard, con- 
sider her ways and be wise.” 

No matter how ignorant a man 
may be, no matter how poor a con- 
versationist, if he knows nature, 
if he is familiar with the habits of 
birds and hees, or if knows the 
peculiarities of animals and plants, 
he is an entertaining companion. 
Maeterlinck is never more interest- 
ing than when he wries of bees and 
many a successful writer has found 
his way to his reading public 
through the medium of animal 
stories. 


There are scores of popular period- 
icals that deal exclusively with na- 
ture’s manifold miracles, While they 
are good for stimulation of interest, 
the real thrill comes from first-hand 
acquaintance with field and stream, 
with tree and flower, with insect and 
animal, I have heard of a father who 
devotes a day a week to rambling in 
the woods with his son. I know of a 
mother who has taught her children 
ornithology as she has taught them 
arithmetic. The Boy and G*~l Scout 
organizations have made a fine demon- 
stration of the value of close friend- 
ship with nature. As long as they live 
the young people that have belonged 
to these organizations will revel in the 
poetic and practical knowledge they 
have gained of earth and sea and sky 
and all their respective children.

will file their claims with Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr., as soon as 
' possible. 

| ‘The East Point council previously 
_had voted not to join the petition of 
the various other governments in the 
affected area, and Wednesday night 
on motion of Councilman C. 8. Winn 
reiterated that stand. George Single- 
ton, engineer, told council members 
that on the basis of conferences with 
Key and William A. Hansell, first as- 
sistant chief of construction in charge 
of sewers, Atlanta, that he believed it 
would be of advantage to join the 
petition. 

Council, however, voted to defer any 
further action pending detailed devel- 
opment of plans. 

“We are disappointed that East 
| Point did not see fit to join the move 
and make the petition a unit from the 
entire area,” Key said. “We shall, 
however, perfect our petition and file 
it at the earliest possible moment. Fur- 
ther delay will jeopardize our chances 
of participating in the distribution of 
the federal funds. This sewer im- 
provement is needed here in the inter- 
este of health; it will aid in stabil- 
izing our economic condition and at 
the same time relieve unemployment 
and give hundreds an opportunity to 
earn their living.”
